Building permits at a valua¬ 
tion of more than one million 
dollars were issued in Sierra 
Madre by the office of William 
R. Lees, buiding inspector, in 
the first quarter of 1955. This 
record-breaking amount, $1,- 
044, 657, is way ahead of last 
year’s figure considering that 
the million dollar mark in 1954 
was not reached until Septem¬ 
ber. 

In March of this year 39 
building permits were issued 
for single family dwellings, 
valued at $465,000; one multi¬ 
ple, of eight units, valued at 
$32,000, making a total of 
$497,000. Thirty-five of the sin¬ 
gle family dwelling permits 
were issued in connection with 
the development of Tract No. 
19415, making a total thus far 
of 69 permits for the tract 
which once was the palm nurs¬ 
ery located in the vicinity of 
Canon Ave. and East Sierra 
Blvd.

Red Cross Still 
Short of Goal 


Rainfall 


Local Red Cross authorities 
have announced that the swim¬ 
ming and life saving lessons 
previously made available to 
young people in Sierra Madre 
may have to be curtailed this 
year if the current campaign 
for funds does not improve. So 
far, only $4,967.96 has been col¬ 
lected toward the goal of $6,891. 

For ten years the Red Cross 
here has been giving swim¬ 
ming lessons to children every 
summer, teaching them not to 
be afraid of the water but also 
what safety measures should 
be taken. Many of the pupils 
have advanced to junior and 
senior life saving grades and 
the benefits of these courses 
have been considered of incal¬ 
culable value. 

• One of the greatest hopes 
that the funds drive may suc¬ 
ceed, even if it has to be ex¬ 
tended into May, stems from 
contributions that are still be¬ 
ing received at Red Cross head¬ 
quarters, 41 S. Baldwin Ave., 
from residents who were not 
contacted in the house-to-house 
calls made just recently. 

A number of business estab¬ 
lishments and other organiza¬ 
tions which have promised 
contributions also have yet to 
be received. 

In the meantime, the Red 
Cross home services continue 
as usual.

Estimates for the installation of individual vented gas heaters 
with forced circulation in the existing fixtures would cost approx¬ 
imately $180 a unit, or $4,500 for the 24 classrooms. 

New roofing to the building is an imperative need. An esti¬ 
mate from a representative of the Lytle Roofing Corp. placed the 
price »f the entire job at $15,000. This work could be spread over 
a number of years, with the worst section receiving immediate 
attention at an estimated $2,000. It was also recommended that 
the bad area be done within a year to prevent further damage 
to the interior plaster. 

Painting of the entry hall, cafeteria, auditorium and upstairs 
hail at cost of $1,900 is also suggested under the improvement 
plan. Installation of acoustical tile, lighting fixtures in three 
classrooms at a cost of $500 per room still remains to be done. 

If the funds are voted these basic needs would be spread 
over several years. When completed, money would then be avail¬ 
able for replacement or repairs of other equipment, including 
clock and bell systems and installation of clocks and phones in 
the annex. Maintenance of the community’s % million, dollar 
investment in schools will be sizeable items in future budgets, 
if the buildings are to be kept in condition. 

All of the above figures are estimated, the board points out. 
School contracts are let after competitive bids are received. No 
bids need be accepted if the costs appear unreasonable and all 
bids are opened at public meetings. 


Outmoded heating units and inadequate lighting stand high 
on the list of needs required by the 25-year-old City school build¬ 
ing at Auburn and Highland Avenues. These along with exten¬ 
sive repairs to the roof would be covered under the 55c tax rate 
increase which the voters of the local district will be asked to 
approve at the April 29 election. 

According to an electrical survey made by the consulting 
engineer firm of Hilburg, Hengstler and Turpin, new panelboards 
and classroom branch circuit wiring are needed to bring the 
classroom lighting to a minimum standard (25 candles) at an 
estimated cost of $2,319. Installation of a main switchboard and 
service feeders would cost $4,144 and 1,000-watt lamps in exist¬ 
ing fixtures, $362. These items which are essential to conform to 
the State of California and local electrical codes, total $6,825. 

The engineers further recommend repairs to the auditorium 
lighting dimmer control board to prevent possible replacement 
of equipment, new lighting fixtures in the cafeteria and audi¬ 
torium and repairs to the stage border and footlights for the 
safety of persons handling the equipment. Estimate of these 
items is $2,756. 

The outmoded heating units in each classroom has been a 
concern of the school board for some time. Although the fixtures 
were adequate when the building was constructed 25 years ago, 
they are antiquated by the many improvements now available.

Quantity, Says Rev. G. Lindsay 

"The Eternal Life, of which 
this Day is a promise, is not 
just life stretching on and on, 
without any ending,” the Rev. 

George W. Lindsay said in his 
Easter sermon at the Cogrega- 
tional Church last Sunday.

"Jesus never argues about the 
question.
